LONDON, Jan. 9.—Taking advantage 
ef the continued and increased cold 
weather, which has frozen the marshy 
land adjacent to the numereus rivers 
of North Poland, the Germans are be- 
ginning a new and important move- 
ment en masse on Warsaw, from the 
north, 

Coincident With their new movement 
from the north, the Germans have re- 
sumed violent offensive operations. to 
the west of Warsaw. 

The present assault on Warsaw from 
the north follows the demonstration of 
four weeks ago when, advancing from 
Mlawa, the Germans were repulsed 
across the border. This advance, h: w- 
ver, was made merely for the purpose 
of getting acquainted with the grovnd 
and to assist Gen MacKensen’s attack 
on Warsaw from the west. The present 
movement is in greater force and ou a 
considerably wider scale than the pre- 
vious one, swinging further to the easi- 
ward. The troops engaged in it dre 
said to include the army corps recently 
taken over from Belgium. The German. 
intention seems to be to try to force a 
route through Pryasnysz, Pultusk and 
8 eroc „n 
mos Rivers to Cross. 

8 taking this direction it will be nec- 
_ essary for the Germans to cross the 
vivers Narem nd Bug, the latter of 
which is not sufficiently frozen to pro- 
vide safe transportation for the heavy 
artillery. 

Meanwhile the Russian sweep througi 
the Austrian crown land of Bukowina 
continues unchecked, according to news 
dispatches reaching London, and this 
army is expected by British observers 
soon to be well over the mountains 
forming the boundary into Hungary. 

Servia, with her army more or less 
rehabilitated, is described in London as 
atacking the dual monarchy from the 
south with renewed vigor. Austria de- 
clares that the latest Servian attempts 
have been repulsed. 

“Nevertholess, credence is given in 
England to the reports that Germany 
ix planning to throw troops to the as- 
sistance’ of her ally in a third attempt 
to crush the country of the Hegg

11 years old. 

Implicates Boy Friend. 

The actual killing, he said, was done 
Ey an older friend of his. He gave 
als friend’s name, but said he did not 
know his address. Even were his story 
true, his own criminal responsibility 
would hardly be lessened, but the offi- 
cers here do not believe that it is true or 
tvat anyone but young Coggins and his 
stepmother were in the house at the 
ime of the murder. 

When handcuffed and brought int 
the Sheriff's office to be given into, 
the charge of the St. Louis detective, 
Coggins smiled and examined his hand- 
Cuffs with the curiousity of a child 
looking at a new toy. 

“Well, I guess you got me now,“ he 
said to the St. Louis officer. ‘I hope 
you can catch the other fellow, too,“ 
he went on. He ought to be made to 
suffer for killing my stepmother. 

“It must have been the wine which 
I drank the night before that got me, 
he said. I had a few drinks of wine, 
and then some whisky with this friend 
of mine before I went to my step- 
mothers.“ 

Pawned Ring and Clothes. 

Coggins said that on Monday, the day 
before the murder, he pawned a gold 
signet ring and some clothes at a 
pawnshop on Sixth street, getting $2 
on the ring and $4 on the clothes. He 
had this $ in his pocket when he went 
to the Coggins home, he said. 

Coggins said he was invited to his 
father’s house by his stepmother, 
and that he invited his friend to 
accompany him. He said they sat 
together at the table eating, when his 
stepmother reproved him for biowing 
his nose. Then, he said, he replied 
with a tauni, and his stepmother picked 
up a butcher knife an started toward 
him. 

He then related that his friend choked 
Mrs. Coggins, and asked for a handker- 
chief, and that he handed the friend his 
handkerchief, with which the friend 
strangled the woman. He said he vent 
out and left them, and that he 
stood at a door in the lower hallway. 
smoking a cigarette, while his friend 
killed the stepmother. 

Says Friend Dictated Letter. 

He said that after returning up- 
stairs, and finding his stepmother dead, 
he helped to place her body on the bed, 
and at his friend’s dictation, wrote a 
note which he placed in her hand. This 
was the note which spoke ‘of a future 
meeting in Chicago, and which ended 
with the words ‘‘A—i, comet, bound.“ 


This, he said his friend told him, was 
“yegg lingo,” and would cause the be- 
lief that professional crooks commit- 
ted the crime, 

“Why did you not knock him down 
when he attacked your stepmother?’ he 
was asked. Well,“ he replied, it was 
no affair of mine. She was no kin to 
me, and then he was a bigger man than 
1 was. If I had killed him, you folks 
would have hanged me, so I thought I 
had better not take a hand.“ 

Says His Mind Was Hazy. 

“Then, while you were smoking a cig- 
arette downstairs, just inside the front 
door, you knew that she was being slow- 
ly choked to death?” he was asked. 
Well.“ he said, my mind was hay. 
You see, I wanted a cigarette mighty 
bad, and I didn't pay any more atten- 
tion to her. 

“She screamed once when he started to 

put my handkerchief into. her mouth, 
and that was why I went and locked the 
back door, went back upstairs and then 
down to the front door. I thought 
that some folks might come in and dis- 
turb us. 
“Then, too, I wanted to smeke a cig- 
arette, and did not want to smoke it 
before her, because she was a lady. and 
the best friend that I had.“

BOV, BLEASE ISSuES FULL 
PARONS TO 1500 CONVICTS 


Signs Blanket Documents in Red Ink 
and Then Extends Clemency 
to 34 Others. 

COLUMBIA, S. C., Jan. 9.— Full par- 
dons to about 1500 persons convicted 
in South Carolina of various crimes 
and paroled by him since Jan. 1, 1911, 
were granted today by Gov. Blease. 

In addition to that number, who 
were included in a blanket pardon, 
and none of whom is now in the peni- 
tentiary or in prison camps, the Gov- 
ernor also granted clemency tos“ 
convicts in state prison or engaged in 
public works. Eighteen were par- 
doned, ten paroled and six were given 
commutations of sentence: seven had 
been convicted of murder and ten of 
manslaughter. 

With a blanket pardon, which he 
signed in red ink, Gov. Blease, with 
one signature, restored citizenship to 
the 1500 men and women. He has 
pardoned, paroled, or Commuted the 
sentences of 3165 convicts since he 
became Governor, four years ago. 
Only a few more than a hundred re- 
main in the state prison and convict 
camps to be freed by him if he keeps 
his promise to empty the state's 
prison institutions before he goes out 
of office Jan. 19.

HAS MINIMUM FEE 
LIST, SUIT REVEALS 


County Price Book Sets $100 as 
Lowest Charge for Kidney 
and Liver Operations. 


POCKETBOOK DIAGNOSED 


Ethical“ Rules Allow and Up“ 
Rates According to Patient's 
Wealth and Social Standing. 


Doctors who belong to the St. Louis 
County Medical Society have a price 
list which prescribes the minimum fees 
which they can ethically charge, but 
permits an elastic maximum “and up.,“ 
according to testimony in the suit of 
Dr. John H. Armstrong of Webster 


Groves, against Harry A, Block of the 
same place, in Justice Matthews’ 
court, at Clayton, yesterday. 

Dr. Armstrong sued Block for $176, 
of which $100 was for a gallstones op- 
eration and $76 for visits. He testified 
he had charged the minimum allowed 
by the medical society price list for 
an operation of that character, and he 
felt that the charge was also reason- 
able, inasmuch as he had removed 
more than 2000 galistones. 

Francis M. Curlee, who defended 
Block, wanted to know how Armstrong 
computed them. Armstrong said he 
counted 1100, ranging from the size of 
a strawberry seed to that of a pea, 
and there were at least as many more 
that he did not count, so he estimated 
the number at 2000 to be conservative. 

Thought Fee Too Large. 

Block admitted he felt better after- 
ward and was willing to pay m- 
strong a fair price, but he thought $176 
too much. 

When Dr. Armstrong was asked how 
he arrived at the $100 fee, he produced 
the fee book of the medical society, in 
which it was set forth that the ethical 
charge for any operation on the stom- 
ach, liver or gall bladder was $100 to 
$500 and up.“ He explained that mem- 
bers of the society, in fixing their fees, 
were not allowed to go below the mini- 
mum amounts named in the fee book, 
but based their maximum charge on 
2 diagnosis of the patient's — 

book. Patients were charged, in other 
words, according to the doctor's impres- 
sion of their financial ability and social 
position. 

It was very unethical, he explained, 
for a doctor to charge less than the 
minimum. If a patient was not able to 
pay the minimum charge, as set down 
in the fee book, a doctor might treat 
him for nothing. 

Society Called “a Conspiracy.” 

Attorney Curlee contended that $176 
was an excessive charge against a man 
earning only $75 a month and having 
two children to support. He resisted 
payment also on the ground that the 
medical society waa a trust and a con- 
epiracy. 

Dr. Armstrong asked Curlee if lawyers 
did not charge according to the financial 
ability of their clients. Curlee said it 
was true, but the lawyers had no fee 
scale and no minimum charge. 

‘The jury gave a verdict for the doctor. 
Curlee filed notice of appeal to the Cir- 
cult Court. 

The fee book sets forth the principles 
of medical ethics of the American Medi- 
cal Associataion, one of which is that 
doctors should as a general rule make it 
a point of honor to adhere to minimum 
charges with as much uniformity as 
varving circumstances permit. 

The fee book specified charges for 
about 200 operations and treatments, 
the minimum charges ranging from $1 
for an office treatment to 38590 and up 
for different operations. Some of the 
charges are: Fracture of nose, $15 to 
650; any fracture involving a joint, $25 
to $100; amputation of finger or toe, $10 
to $60; incision of the drum membrane 
of the ear, $10 to $60; rupture, $100 to 
$500 and up.“

As her jewelry had helped him to 
buy the machine, the wife said, she 
thought Gremmer would at least let 
her share the use of it. But one little 
ride, she declared, was all she ever 
got. After that, Ker husband would 
motor away without her, and she began 
to hear reports that other women were 
riding with him, in various parts of 
the city. 

They separated early in September, 
but not, the ite said, until she had 
“got @ line“ on Gremmer's associa- 
tions, by means of a telephone number 
which she found written on a card in 
his pocket. There is publication 
which contains a backward telephone 
directory, and by consulting this.

In Interview With Correspondent, German Chief 


Describes Battle of 


Lodz as Fiercest of All. 


By Associated Press. 

GERMAN ARMY HEADQUARTERS 
POSEN, Dec. 19, delayed in transmis- 
sion, via London, Jan. 9.— Even the 
occupation of Warsaw and of the Vis- 
tula line would/by no means signify the 
end of the campaign. The Russians, 
with their immense territories, can fall 
back indefinitely. Defeated at Warsaw. 
they can fall back on Ki, from Kiev 
on Moscow, and eventually even on 
Viadivostok. Of course, we cannot fol- 
low that far.“ 

Thus spoke Germany’s popular here, | 
Field Marshal von Hindenburg, to a 
correspondent of the Associated Press, 
in the course of a four hours’ conver- 
sation today. He explained how the 
midwinter Poland campaign in which 
the Russian advance was checked and 
rolled back had involved frightful blood- 
letting. Never in the days of the Battle 
of Tannenberg and the retreat of the 
Russian General Rennenkampf's army 
from the Mazurian Lakes did the Rus- 
sians lose so heavily as in the san 
guinary fighting around Wloclawek, 
Kutno, Lodz and Lowicz, said the Field 
Marshal. 

He added that at least 140,000 Russians 
had been killed or wounded since Nov 
13 and that 110,000 other Russians had 
been made prisoners. The contest, ac- 
cording to Von Hindenburg, had been 
proceeding everywhere favorably to the 
Germans and Austrians since the fall of 
Lodz and the commencement of the 
Russian retreat. Yet, Field Marshai 
von Hindenburg declared, all the fight 
had not been taken out of the Russians - 


Enquisttive About United States. 
So large of frame is the Field Mar- 


shal that he seemed under, instead of 
over, the average height. He has a 
large head and rugged shoulders and 
wears a heavy sweeping mustache, less 
aggressive in curve than the Emperor 8, 
but equally characteristic. 

The Associated Press correspondent 
dined with Von Hindénburg and during 
the meal the conversation was informal, 
cares of the army leader seemingly hav- 
ing been forgotten. In the workroom 
of Von Hindenburg was a staff map of 
Poland, overflowing from the table on 
all sides to the floor. Von Hindenburg 
was inclined to switch the conversation 
from the war to the United States, 
which he had long been anxious to visit. 

He was not so much interested in the 
skyscrapers of New York as he was in 
the country west of the Mississippi Val- 
ley—California, the Yosemite, the Grand 
Canyon and other places of scenic 
grandeur, of which evidently he had 
read much. ai ed, g 

The Interviewer, with effort, however, 
turned the conversation to the war. 
Von Hindenburg said that the situation 
was very favorable. There was not 
much to justify the extravagant hopes 
based on the announcement of the col- 
lapse of the Russian offensive, he said. 

The Russians are tough opponents 
and are not easily brought into motion,” 
he said. They have prepared a long 
series of positions, All the way from 
Lodz to the Vistula they are falling 
back slowly with all the advantage of 
position on their side. Yet I think they 
are hardly able to bring on many moro 
troops of quality to oppose us. 

Says Fall of Lodz Turned the Tide. 

“To raise army corps on this front, 
the Far East and the Caucasus have 
been stripped of regular troops, and un.
